proved Mentally. 


The education of the imbecile is one 
squiring an infinite number of repeti 
ons of a message, which at the outset 


must bo niinsnally sharp and clear nnd 
iicoufuaing. If it is the sight and hear- 
ig which are to be improved, the pnpil 
5 placed in a dark room, and into its 
..rkness a single ray of bright light is 
dmitted. And when this startling and 
n tithotioal phenomenon has caught and 
iveted the child's attention, by repeti- 
ion, a slide is passed throngh the beam 
.f light, with sharply defined forms 
>ainted or engraved upon it—simple 
onus, too, snob, as the square or tri- 
nglo or star. Then the names of these 
igures are clearly and distinctly and re- 
loatedly pronounced, the name sounded 
rich timo the object is exhibited. 


This is an example of the necessities 


if an extreme case—a very apathetic 
and unobservant child. Usually it will 
bo sufficient to exhibit objects by lifting 
hern from the table and simultaneously 
oiling their names. This must be done 
jvcr nucl over again until the nerve 
ibcirs and brain cells are stimulated in- 
o readier action and developed into foil- 
er aud more perfect performances of nor 
mil functions. 


The imbecile child's brain is improved 


u the same way as the biceps muscles 
tro more and ruoro enlarged. This is 
lono by tho repeated use of small dumb- 
hells at lirst and then by the gradual 
substitution of heavier and heavier 
weights. 


The tenure of human Hfo is so short 


Mint all that can bo done for such ex- 
treino typoa is to enthrone the disen' 
throned moral sense. It would require 
mi eternity to tone up tho five physical 
senses. Nervous idiots are much more 
promising pupils and show remarkable 
mental improvement in a short time. 
But tlio physical senses are alwaya im- 
proved with the improvement of the 
moral sense. A child who has been 
taught how not to be an aniuiitl indoors 
<vill havo nioro appreciation of color, 
and n'child who has learned not to cry 
and scream on tho slightest pretext will 
havo n far better regulated sense of 
touch, smell and hearing.—Now York 
Advertiser. 


penalties For Careless Coachmen. 


When an omnibus or a cab driver runs 


over a foot passenger in London streets, 
the possible loss of a license exercises n 
wholesome restraint. The private coach- 
man and tho driver of the tradesman's 
cart havo far less compunction in teach- 
ing an old gentleman to get out of their 
way by running him down. At the 
worst, they are fined. Not infrequently 
their fines are paid by a sympathizing 
employer. But no one pays a poor cab- 
man's fines, and the loss of a licenso in 
addition moans tho loss of his means of 
a livelihood.
